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Roll to Be Taken 
on Transportation 
of ATHS Students 



Patrons Are Asked Whether 

They Favor Referendum 

to Spend $20,000 

Patrons of Anlioch. Township High 
school arc bolng polled for their opin- 
ions as to whether Lho township shall 
inaugurate n transportation system 
for the students. 

Principal T. R. Birkhead said that 
letters hnvc been mailed to all par- 
cnts and guardians o( students ask- 
ing thc*ir views on an initial expendi- 
ture of S20.400 in the purchase of 
three buses, providing a garage and 
operating expenses. This act would 
call for a resfercndum. 

The letter signed by Walter K. 
Hills, president of the Board of Edu- 
cation and Helen Osmond, sccrctarj', 
contained a reply card, and Principal 
Birkhead said that in order thai 
everyone in the high school district 
may have opportunity to express his 
view on this question, a supply of 
the postal cards referred to in the 
letter is being loft at the Antioch 
News and may be obtained there. 

The letter is as follows: 

Dear Patrons: 

The Board of Education of the 
Antioch Township High school has 
for sometime been considering the 
advisability of purchasing and operat- 
ing school busses. During the past few 
years, the difficulties imposed by 
gasoline and tire rationing, unavail- 
able equipment, and lack of drivers 
have made it inadvisable to start 
such an undertaking. Now that the 
difficulties mentioned above have be- 
gun to clear up, the Board of Educa- 
tion is anxious to get an expression 
of the opinions of the school patrons 
as to their wishes in regard to school 
furnished transportation. 

Gives Estimate of Costs 

The purpose of this letter is not 
to state the pros and cons of the 
transportation question, but only to 
give a broad estimate of the involved 
financial aspects. _. ,. . 

It is estimated that transportation 
for 170 pupils would need to be pro- 
vided which would require three 30 
passcmgcr busses, each making two 
pickup runs and two delivery runs 
per day. The approximate cost of a 
31 passenger bus that will meet 
school standards is $3.300., thus mak- 
ing a total of approximately $10,000 
that would be needed to purchase 
the three busses. 

To provide a suitable garage that 
could be heated and properly equip 
it with the necessary scr\*ice mateir- 
ials would require approximately 
$7,000.

OPA Blocks Production, 
Lumber Dealer Says 

The reason you have not been able 
to go to your lumber yard since the 
war ended on VJ Day and get lum- 
ber and other building materials for 
necessarj' maintenance, repairs, min- 
or construction, and farm production 
building purposes, is because the OP 
A has driven many producers of lum- 
ber into black market operations, Ed 
Vos, local lumber dealer, slated to- 
day. 

"Before the war ended, the War 
Production Boanl allocated lumber to 
the lumber yards. Therefore, it was 
I available. But as the WPB authorities 
.know that allocation to the hundreds 
I of thousands of potential users in a 
' peace-time market would be impos- 
sible, costly, time-consuming, and 
would slow down production, the 
WPB recommended that business be 
resumed through normal peace-time 
channels without hampering produc- 
tion with controls," Mr. Vos explain- 
ed. 

That the government knew that 
price control, if continued in a peace- 
time economy would block produc- 
tion, is evidenced by the fact that 
they immediately began to seek legis- 
l.'ition and the appropriation of huge 
sums of tax money in the field of 
housing, dairy products, meat, and 
other essentials, with which to arti- 
ficially stimulate production, he said.

A tremendous increase in business 
for the Antioch exchange of the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co. is to result 
in new e.xpenditures at an early date 
totaling 550,000. 

In the exchange itself, two posi- 
tions arc to be added and larger 
cables are to .be strung from Antioch 
to Grass lake, a distance of six miles, 
and to the Skokie highway, a dis- 
tance of nine miles, according to J. 
.M. Littler, manager. 

The telephone oporators in the An- 
tioch exchange are pretty busy peo- 
ple, a visit of an Antdoch News re- 
porter to the exchange revealed. The 
girls were applying every bit of ener- 
gy they could in answering calls 
quickly without error. 

Their hands were seldom iVM as 
they sat at the board, pushing a key, 
inserting a plug or pushing a but- 
ton. 

Despite equipment shortages they 
are handling record volumes of calls 
acording to Manager Littler who ex- 
plained operations. Long distance 
calls jumped from 884 a day at the 
end of 1940 to 2143 a day at present. 
Local Calls Doubled 

The girls are handling 4,105 local 
calls each day compared with 2,412 a 
day at the end of 1940. During the 
busiest hour of the day the operators 
now handle 325 calls whereas In 1940 
they handled only 250. 

Peak loads of the day at the Anti- 
och exchange are from 9 to 11 in the 
morning and from 7:30 to 9:30 In 
the evening. Persons placing calls 
during the less busy hours no doubt 
will encounter less delay in reaching 
the operator and having their calls 
completed. 

Part of this increase in calls, ac- 
cording to Littler, comes from the ad- 
ditional telephones now in service. 
Too, more calls than were bofore arc 
being placed from each telephone. 
.More than 1.200 telephones are now 
ser\'ed from the Antioch switchboard 
in contrast to 698 at the end of 1940. 
Since V-J day 183 addition.il tele- 
phones have been planed in sen'icc. 
Board Has Nine Positions 

The Antioch switchboard has nine 
positions and during the busy times 
thcr are operators at every one of 
them. There are 38 operators on the 
force, 11 of them having been added 
to the sen'lce since the first of th? 
j'ear. 

When the patron picks up the re- 
ceiver a small light on the switch- 
board in front of the operator goes 
on. She answers the call by plugging 
a cord in the "jack" or hole below the 
light. While she is answering that 
call there are usually four or five 
other Lights coming on at the same

Whether the plan to make Bte. 173 
into a four-lane lighted boulevard 
linking Dunes park on Lake Michigan 
with Chain 0' Lakes park is merely a 
hope or a reality of the near future 
will be learned definitely by the 
members of the village board when 
they go to the convention of the Illi- 
nois Municipal league in Springfield 
next week. 

A meeting is scheduled for 1:30 
p. m. Tuesday in the offices of W. W. 
Polk, state hi^way engineer, Spring- 
field at which engineers and heads of 
his department and engineers of tho 
Stale Park commission will reveal 
their plans to village and city repres- 
entative of Lake county Interested In 
the proposed highway system. 

The meeting was arranged by Sen. 
Ray Paddock and Reps. Nick Kellet 
and Harold Kelsey so that repre- 
sentatives of villages and subdivi- 
sions between Waukegan and tho 
Wisconsin state line on Sheridan rd, 
might ascertain -what can he done to 
eliminiatc hazards on that highway. 

They learned that plans calling for 
the road*s improvement and lor 
which money had been earmarked 
had been abandoned because of plans 
of the park commission which called 
for 'highways liaiking the parks. Tho 
change also affected the 22nd st. 
grade separation project in North 
Chicago in the way of delay. 
Keller Shown Drawings 

Rep. Keller was shown engineers* 
drawings which call for a free high- 
way from the foot of Grarjd Ave., in 
Waukegan paralleling the North 
Western railway to the slate line. He 
also saw drawings showing the trans- 
fer of Rte. 173 into a beautiful boule- 
vard, well lighted, and landscaped on 
its parkway between the two two- 
lane pavements. 

Rep. Keller was told that the en- 
gineers of the Park Commission had 
in mind taking care of crowds of 
73,000 persons during he vacation 
season at the Dunes park and that 
much of the Chicago crowd would 
take advantage of the Chain 0' Lakes 
park, looping west over the 'boule- 
vard from Dunes park to Fox River 
and then returning to the city,

"OPEN" VERDICT IS 
RETURNED IN SAVOY. 
LOJWANICK INQUEST 



■What members of the coroner's 
staff termed an "open" verdict was 
returned by a jury at the inquest 
into the deaths of Jos. Lojwanick, 
and Herman M, Savoy held yesterday 
at the Strang Funeral home. No other 
verdict was possible they said with 
the scanty evidence available. 

The oKicial finding reads as fol- 
lows: 

"Jos. Lowanick's death was caused by 
injuries accidently 'received in riding 
in a 1941 Ford coach, owned by Ar- 
thur Hawkins, Jr., driven by Harry 
F. Quilt>', south on highway 21, at 
approximately thirty-five feet south 
of Grohard street. Antioch, 111., at 
approximately 2:15 a. m. on May 13, 
1946, when the auto dr.ven by Harry 
F. Quilty at a high rate of speed 
struck the curb on lho wcsl side of 
tho street causing the driver to lose 
control of the auto, which struck 
three trees on the West side of the 
street, causing it to tun over a park- 
ed auto landing bottom-side-up on the 
highway." 

The finding In tho case of Herman 
M. Savoy, was of course, identical 
with the above. 

Nelson Inquest Held 

A second hearing, inquiring into 
the death of John Nelson, who met 
death when the car in which he was 
riding struck a packed car at Pike- 
ville on Sept. 15, was held at 2 P. 
M. Nelson was tlhrown from tlie car 
and crushed beneath it in the acci- 
dent. His death was termed "acci- 
dental."

When will labor learn that only sustalnc<l, in- 
creasing production can make for fatter pay envelopes 
in the long runV When will it learn that the old slogan 
nf "an honest day's work for an honest day's pay" is 
not so outmoded as some of our advanced thinkers 
believe? And when will it learn that inflated price, 
made necessary by vast wage increases wittiout a com- 
parable increase in the workers productivity will never 
make for Listing prosperity?

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Veterans Must Register 
to Vote on State Bonus 
Bill, Bradney Insists 



Veterans inlomUng to vole on the 
stale bonus al the general election 
on Tuesday, Nov, 5, were reminded 
today .by Homer G. Bradney, Admin- 
istrator of the Illinois Veterans Com- 
mission, that they have a very short 
time rcinainlng in which to rcgislnr 
with their county clerk or their 
dcncc in the slate for one year, in 
Board of Election Commissioners, 

To vole, the veteran must have resi^ 
the county for 90 days and in the 
precinct or ward for 30 days, Bradi\uy 
said. ■ 

In Antloch voters may register be- 
lore Oct. 8 with the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, represented by 
the county clerk, or in their own 
precincts Oct. 8. 

Students and other citizens must 
make application for mail voting be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Nov. 1. The appli- 
cant in this case must also be regis- 
tered. Personal application, Bradney 
added, may be made up to three days 
before election day. Both applica- 
tion and affidavit accompanying the 
ballot must be notarized. 

Persons in active military service 
may vote by mail oven if not regis- 
tered. Application for ab»entec bal- 
lots should be made to the county 
clerk or the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, not less than five days 
before election. The application and 
the ballot must be sworn to before 
a notary or commissioned officer in 
the militarj' sen'icc.

Less After First Year 

After the first year of operation, 
the financial situation would improve 
greatly. It is estimated that the pu- 
pils could be transt)ortcd at a cost of 
$40 each per school year or al a to- 
tal annual cost of $6,800. The State 
will reimburse transportation costs 
up SZO per pupil or ^.'t of the actual 
cost whichever is the smaller. Thus, 
of the $G,BOO <)pcnt annually, the 
State would [reimburse $3,400 making 
the annual cost to the High School 
District relatively small once the sys- 
tem is in operation. 

The cost of school -furnished trans- 
portation must -be paid from the Edu- 
cational Fund. For a number ol 
years, it has been necessary to levy 
the maximum amount pormittcd 
without a referendum to maintain 
this fund. It is plain to see that the 
added expense of school furnished 
transportatoin would necessitate an 
increase in the present tax rate which 
can be brought about only by a re- 
ferendum. 

To gel an Idea of the opinion that 
prevails -among the school patrons in 
eonncctiion with .the operation of 
school busses, the Board of Educa- 
tion is asking you to ans^ver the "yes 
or no" questions on the enclosed 
postal card and return it to the high 
school.
